The "Volstead Act took its name | 
from Congressman Andrew J. Voi- |. 


stead of Minnesota, wha sponsored 
It: was adopted by Con- 
gress ‘on October 28, 1919, over the 
veto of President Woodrow Wilson 


by a vote of 176 to 55 in the lower | 


House and 63 to 20 in the Senate. 
The purpose of the act, waa to en- 
force the 18th amendment to the 
constitution,-which'came ints effect 


4 the following’ January. 


Prohibition , leaders hoped. that 
this, law would sdlve the problem of 
keeping dry those small communi- 
ties»and states which had decided 
to outlaw liquor. They . thought, 
that the majority of the Constitu- 
tion and the strong arm, of the 
federal government would wipe out: 
the: liquor business.
